Defective, delinquent and dependent school 


| children of Chicago are to be segregated from 


those of normal health. This decision, said 
to be the longest step in eugenics ever taken 
by a public school board, was made by the 
board of education yéste. day when it adopted 
with but one dissenting vote the recommen- 
dation of a committee on medical examina- 
tion of children. 

The plan as proposed by the special com- 
mittee and supported by the Chicago Medi- 
cal society is as follows: 

Every child who begins school next fall will 
be given a blank and told to go home and 
have a physician fill out the questions. It he 
has tuberculosis, if he is epileptic, if he ts 
crippled, if he is subnpormal, if he has con- 


‘genital diseases which are communicable, he 


will be sent to a separate school where he can 
associate only with those similarly afffleted. 


Examination Will Be Strict. 
Actually and figuratively @ach child will 
be put under the microscope, the stethoscope, 
or even the X ray. His eyes, his ears, his 
teeth, his whole physique will be scrutinised 
and card indexed. 

Pupils in whom serious health defects are 
discovered will not be allowed to work, play, 
or intermingle with the healthy children. 

The motion to accept the recommendation 
of the committee, which Is expected to in- 
crease the efficiency of the pupil more than 
any other step ever taken. was made by Dr. 
J. H. Walsh and was seconded by Dean W. 
T. Sumner. It is maintained that through 
the new ruling both healthy children who 
have to sit beside afflicted children, and the 
alling ones themselves will be benefited, 

A pposition to the plan came from Trustee 
Oscar F. Griefenhagen. In explanation of 
his vote he said: 

“I opposed this plan on general principles. 
I think it interferes with personal liberty 
It should be left to the parents entirely. It 
looks to me like an attempt to Increase the 
business of the medical men of the city.” 


Report Pointed Out Advantages.

Healthy children v be more efficiently 
guarded against communicable diseases.

Triple Tragedy in the Ed- 
wards Family, Glencoe. 


BOYS OPENED RANGE JETS 


Mother Discovers Bodies, Closes 
All Doors, and ‘Lies Down 
10 Die 


Loose burners on a gas range were de- 
clared by Coroner Hoffman responsible for 
the death of Mrs. Russell N. Edwards ang 
her two young sops, who were found asphyx- 
fated in their home in Glencoe on Tuesday 
night. 

Testimony at the ii quest showed that Mrs. 
Edwards went to a store at 2:80 o'clock in 
the afternoon, leaving her two children play - 
ing in the kitchen near the gasrange It was 
said the boys opehed the burners and the 
tumes caused them to become unconscious. 

When Mrs. Edwards returned and found 
her children on the floor overcome by gas 
she became temporarily insane, closed the 
doors leading to the kitchen, stuffedia!l! cracks 
with rags, and then lay down to die with her 
two boys. Eight burners on the gas range 
were found open. 

According to Dr. F. P. Patton, who was the 
first phy to reach the scene of the trag- 
edy, the three hed been dead several hours. 
Mrs. Béwards was last seen alive at 2:30 and 
her body wae found about 7 o'clock. 

Opened Burners While Playing. 

Investigation by the coroner showed Ken- 
neth, 4 years old, and Wiliam, 3 years old, 


had been in the kitchen near the gas range 


early a half hour before their mother re- 
turned. That they opened the burners while 
playing was the belief of all persons who 
testified at the inquest. 

Russell Edwards, an electrical engineer 
with offices in the Monadnock block, testified 
hig relations with his wife were pleasant and 
he knew om one reason why his wife 
should have taken her life. 

“My wife became a mother last April.“ 
he said. “The baby died shortly after it 
was born and ever since Mrs. Edwards had 
been brooding over thedeath. Last week we 
were downtown on Adams street when she 
saw a baby girl. She wept until I finally 
caimed her. Last Sunday a baby: gir! stood 
in front of our house and again my wife 
cried aud took on franticaly for several 
hours 


Woman Oheerful on Day of Tragedy. 

“I got up a little later than usual on Tues- 
day morning amd hed to hurry to catch the 
8:18 train for work. My wife wae just as 
cheerful as she always has been and called 
my attention to the ripening of the cherries 
on the trees in our yard. She sald she would 
soon be able to make cherry ple for me. I 
dressed Kenneth while she dressed Wi!liam, 
and then we all went down and had breakfast 
as usual. 

“After breakfast I first kissed Kenneth 
good di then her. and went out to the 
back yard to say good by to little William. As 
I went to the front yard I noticed the peonies 
were in blossom. and called to her to come 
out and see them. 

_“ When I came home in the evening I was 
surprised at first not to have my little boys 
come to meet me. I went to the front door. 
Finding it locked I went around to the back. 


Detects Odor of Gas. 

“ When I went into the basement I detected 
the gas escaping and then became suspicious 
for the first time that something was wrong. 
I climbed the temporary scaffolding in the 
rear, getting into the house through a bed- 
room window on the second floor. 

“I went into every bedroom, and, finding 
nothing. I went downstairs. All the doors to 
the kichen were locked from the inside, with 
the keys in the locks. 

ran outdoors and called to the neigh- 
bors for help, and then broke in through the 
rear door of the kitchen. On the floor near 
the door was my wife, with the children 
stretched out at her feet, forming a perfect 
triangle. I carried the children’s bodies out 
to the steps, and then, with the help of my 
neighbor, George Kessler, took my wife's 
body outside. All were stone cold.”

Will Have 1,500 More Pipes than 
That at Salt Lake. 


THREE INSTRUMENTS IN ONE. 


Although Far Apart, All Are Operated 
from One Console. 


One of the largest and most ur to date 
organs in the world is being built at Zion 
City. For four weeks four workmen, under 
the direction of A. E. Kent, have been busy: 
erecting the organ. 

A main feature of the organ ip the ad- 
justable vistble combinations, every tablet 
moving on or off, as required. Two couplers 
coupie the entire pedal organ to the choir, or 
great organ. This makes it possfble to get 
some beautiful effects from the heavy tone 
string pedal stops. The console ie reversible 
and revolves on bail bearing castors, thus 
a the performer to face in any direc- 

n. 

There are 5,065 speaking pipes. The largest 
Pipe is twenty-two feet long and the smallest 
le five-eighths of an inch long and three- 
sixteenthe of an inch in diameter. This gives 
the organ a totab of nearly 1,500 more pipes 
than the pipe organ at Salt Lake City. 

There are 1,300 miles of wire for cables 
an magnets—1,078 magnets, with almost 
@ mile of wire to each magnet. The organ 
is known as the electro-pneumatic, and has 
a single contract system, there being only 
one contact at the key for the whole of the 
thirty-two couplers. 

There are three distinct organs. The main 
console, which controls all three, has four 
manuels, seventy stops, thirty-two couplers, 
fifty-four combination pistons, twelve toe 
pistons, nine combination pedals, five swell! 
pedals, and one crescendo. 

At the entrance of the church there is an 
echo organ erected in the gallery, imme- 
diately over the main doorway. This organ 
is 200 feet from the main console, or key~ 
board. Another organ at the rear of the 
tabernacle in the choirroom la also operated 
from the main console. 

A ten horse power blower suppNes the 
power for the main organ, the wind being 
carried through an eighteen inch pipe to the 
bellows. 

The dimensiones of the great organ are: 
Forty feet. wide, 20 feet deep, and 80 feet 
high. Weicht. 56,000 pounds: number of 
pipes, 5,124. 

Wilneim Middeischulte, organist of the 
Thomas orchestra, will play at the opening 
dedication on Thursday, June 27.

As contest after contest is awarded to

WARM AND DIRTY MILE. 
SIDE from lack of freshness milk 
may do harm because it has not 
been kept cold. If baby is to drink 
milk less than four hours old it does 
not matter much that it was not 
chilled as soon as it was milked. But when 
the cows are so far away that the milk is 
several days old when it comes to baby tem- 
perature does not matter. 

Under such circumstances there is only 
one plan to follow—the farmer must chill 
the milk as soon as it is drawn. (The 
Omaha farmers have cheap, effective milk 
chillers.) He must keep it cool until he 
turns it over to the railroad; the railroad 
must keep it cool until it turns it over to 
the milkman; the dealer must keep it cool 
until he turns it over to the housewife, 
and she must keep it cool until she gives 
it to the baby. Nowhere—at no stage— 
must it go over 55 degrees \ 


— 

The people must back up their health de- 
partment. in its request for power to make 
the railroads keep the milk cold. The al- 
dermen will provide the law if the people 
will request it. 

And the next point is that milk may do 
harm if it is dirty. If the housewife will 
always look at the bottom of the milk 
bottle she will protect herself against 
some, but not all, dirty milk. Many milk- 
men clarify their. milk before they bottle 
it. Some farmers strain it as they milk it 
and others soon after. Clean cows, clean 
hands, end clean pails, standing at one end 
of the line, and clean refrigerators, clean 
nursing bottles and clean nipples at the 
other end and everything in between clean 
is the ideal, though seldom attained. If 
the milking has not been as clean as it 
ought to have been, straining is better than 
leaving the dirt in. If milking has been 
dirty and straining has not been done, clari- 
fying is better than doing nothing—but each 
is far from ideal. 


Certainly, wherever there is visible dirt 
in a bottle of milk the milkman should be 
swatted and he, in Mrn, should swat the 
man who passed the dirt on to him. 

There is a way by which the central of- 
fice can tell whether the milk is or has 
been dirty, or warm, or whether it is old, 
or whether in it several of these bad quali- 
ties are combined. It is the bacteria] 
count. Milk with a high bacteria) count, 
with large numbers of germs, may do 
harm. Not all milk which has a high 
bacterial count will make the baby sick, 
but such milk is that doubly dangerous 
_borderline—good looking, bad acting milk 
~—milk which tastes all right and which 
does not harm all the babies who take it. 
That it harms only 10 per tent of the 
babies makes it worse, for that partial 
safety throws mothers off their guard. 
The ninety should stand with the ten in 
efforts for protection.

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OUNT STEPHEN TISZA, president of 
the Hungarian chamber of deputies, 
who has by sheer persistency succeed- 
ed in forcing through parliament the 
Gefense bill submitted by the govern- 

ment, comes rom a family that for hun- 
dreds of years has been renowned for its ob- 
stinacy and resolution. 

The obstruction of the noisy opposition, led 
by Count Albert Apponyi, who had to be 
ejected from the chamber by the police, while 
one of his adherents actually fired three 
shots from his revolver at the president, 
failed to move a man of Tisza's tenacity and 
determination. 

Of this chafacteristic trait of the Tisza 
| family I can give the following !{llustration 
in connection with a lawsuit of a Jarndyce 
type which lasted for over a hundred years 

It seems that during the Turkish invasion 
in the early part of the sixteenth century 
the enemy seized the Tisza estates, but when 
the Moslems were driven out of the country 
the lands, instead of being restored to the 
original owners, were coolly appropriated 
by one of the victorious generals, the royal 
Duke of Modena. 

The Tiszas of the day, Ladislave by name, 
sought redress in the courts and obtained a 
judgment in his favor. It was carried from 
one court to another on appeal until, after 
having obtained at least two dozen decisions, 
each in favor of the Tiszas, the grandsons of 
old Ladislavs finally brought the matter be- 
fore the so-called royal curia, which in those 
days constituted the supreme tribunal of the 
kingdom and without whose sanction the de- 
crees of the lower courts could not be exe- 
cuted, 

As the lands had now passed from the 
hands of the Duke of Modena into those of 
the imperial house of Hapsburg, the judges 
were naturally disinclined to take any steps 
in the matter. 

Nothing daunted, the Tiszas took turns sit- 
ting day after day, from morning to night, 
at the entrance of the judgment hall of the 
curia, never permitting one of its judges 
either to enter or leave the place without 
apostrophizing him with the exclamation: 

“Will you kindly take our cage into oon- 
sideration?” 

This ended by becoming such a perfect 
nightmare to the judges that in a couple of 
years they appealed in despair to Empress 
Maria Theresa, threatening th resign in a 
body unless they were freed from this species 
of persecution. 

The empress, seeing that the Tisgzas had 
right on their side and thet public sentiment 
in Hungary waa all in their favor, regarding 
the confiscation of their estates by the Duke 
of Modena as a typical piece of tyranny and 
spoliation, opened up negotiations with the 
family, and in consideration of their with- 
drawing their plea and their claim, so far 
as the courts were concerned, conferred upon 
them a number of crown lands, comprising 
the villages of Geszi and of Mezo-Geyan, as 
well as immense tracts of pusta, as the huge 
prairies of Hungary ere called. 


~> 

These lands remain in the possession of the 
Tiszas to this day. The chief of the family 
is Count Stephen. Like his father, he is a 
member of the reformed church. He is, 
however, much more conventional in every 
way than his father. 

Old Koloman Tiega, hook nosed, spectacled, 
with stooping shoulders, unkempt bean, and 
long gray heir, trailing over the oollar of a 
terribly threadbare coat, was a most odd 
looking man. He used to wear the shabbiest 
of hats, and, indeed, presented such an ap- 
pearance that when prime minister of Hun- 
gary he was nicknamed at the court of 
Vienna “Shobert,"’ that being the patronym- 
ic of the most famous bandit and brigand 
chief in Magyer history. 

Yet he was a wonderfully honest old fellow, 
and it was because of his perfectly unblem- 
ished integrity and absolute unselfishness 
that he possessed so much influence over his 
countrymen. He certainly never did any- 
thing purposely to ingratiate bimpelt with 


them. ; 


He was a man of few words, disdainful of 
little courtesies, and did not seem to care 
whom he offended by his brusqueness. 


Netter de « un orator, nor 4 ‘great 
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financier, nor yet an astute party manager 
and to cap all his misdeeds he smoked the 
cheapest and most abominable cigars all 
day long. Yet in spite of au this he was 
the most popular man of bis Gay in Hungary. 


Among the officers wh who sent in their resig- 
nation from the French army when it was 
ordered to turn the nuns out of their con- 
vents and generally to use force of arms to 
rid France of these poor women who had 
done so much good was M. Trochu, a nephew 
of the famous general of that name, wittily f 
nicknamed in Paris “ Trochoir,” which max 
de freely translated as “falling too com- 
pletely.“ and whose name js forever asso- 
clated with the ghastly story of the siege 
of Paris in 170.71. 

M. Trochu settled years ago in Alberta, 
that rapidly growing province of Canada, 
having, I presume, had enough of the French 
government and its doings. 

His pioneer work there has prospered ex- 
ceedingly, for after a while he Managed to 
surround himself with old comrades in 
arms, and when a good many years had 
elapsed they succeeded in founding the 
flourishing town which now bears his name 
and which is situated about seventy-five miles 
northeast of Calgary. 

Trochu is rather more Catholic than Prot- 
estant and French nuns in considerable num- 
bers have gone there to teach the children, 
look after the sick, and make themselves 
generally useful. 

A most comical effect is produced upon 
French travelers in Alberta when they read 
in any conceivable or inconceivable place a 
wide, high, and long sign whereupon is in- 
scribed in bold lettering: 

Come to Trochu and try your luck.“ 

If they are old enough to remember the 
time when the city. of Paris was surrounded 
by the bivouacs and the masses of German, 
which were such an eyesore to the impris- 
oned citizens of Parie, the invitation to 

Come to Trochu and try your luck has a 
vague flavor of insincerity. 

To the younger generation which have read 
history it also causes a shiver of distrust 
and dismay, for the name of Trochu was 
during a considerable space of time after 
the surrender of Paris deprived of any pos- 
sible halo. 

Indeed, it was carefully avoided in con- 
versation among the French, through fear of 
bringing about quarrels and bitter recollec- 
tions. 

It might be well, however, now that nearly 
half a century has elapsed, to think no more 
of the blood stained snow covering the ram- 
parts of France’s capital, but rather to turn 
one's eyes towards the waving wheat fields 
and other marvels promised in the short, 
alluring above mentioned admonition, Come 
to Trochu and try your luck.“ 

The French did that once, some forty years 
ego. They came to Trochu, urging him 
again and again to make the grande sortie” 
from the beleaguered city he was command- 
ing, and received always some noncommittal 
answer, ending consolingty with the cele- 
brated words: 

Tal mon plan. Wiez-vous a moi! J'ai 
mon plan!“ (I have my plan. Trust me! 1 
have my plan!) 

He may have had a plan. But since he 
never explained it, nor for the matter of that 
put it into execution, it has remained to this 
day a tantalizing mystery; while those 
trustful emissaries of a gasping nation, worn 
unto death almost. invariably left the eapl- 
ent, bald headed general, their faces alight 
with hope. 

To be sure, they had later on the reward 
of trustfulness by witnessing the entry into 
their beloved city of those somber, a 
awed but none the less exasperating, coho 
riding and marching gingerly elong avenues 


and streets they believed to be undermined,

Degrees and diplomas were conferred upon 
666 graduates and others especially honored 
at the commencement exercises of North- 
western university, held yesterday morning 
in the gymnasium at Evanston. | 

The number exceeds by fifty or more the 
number of degrees and diplomas ever be- 
stowed by the university. The classifications 
gf degrees and diplomas is as follows: Mas- 
ter of arts, 25; master of science, 5; master of 
laws, 1; bachelor of arts, 114; bachelor of sci- 
ence, 63; doctor of medicine, 80; bachelor of 
laws, 81; pharmaceutical chemist, 23; gradu- 
ate in pharmacy, 61; doctor of dental surgery, 
100; graduate in music, 8; diploma for mu- 
sical proficiency, 7; diploma for public school 
music methods, 20; diploma in commerce, 9; 
graduate nurse, Mercy hospital, 30; graduate 
nurse, Wesley Lospital, 32; honorary de- 
grees, 7. 

William Gray Allen was granted the degree 
of bachelor of arts after forty-nine years of 
waiting. He was a member of the class of 
1863, but left the university before gradua- 
tion to enter the union army during the civil 
war.

Two Chicago ministers were included 
among those receiving honorary degrees. 
Walter T. Sumner, dean of the Cathedral of 
SS. Peter and Paul, was made a doctor of 
divinity. He was presented by Willard E. 
Hotchkiss. dean of the school of commerce, 
who described him as “ a Christian minister 
who has transiated an exalted concept of his 
ministry into faithful efforts for the unfor- 
tunate and the oppressed, who has been 
gealous and courageous in carrying the light 


ot Cristian brotherhood into the darkest 


corners of society; member of the Chicago 
board of education, and chairman of the Chi- 
cago vice commission.” 

This ie believed to be the first instance of 
the conferring of the degree of doctor of 
divinity on a minister of the Protestant 
Episcopal church by en institution under the 
control of the Methodist Episcopal denom- 
ination. 

The other Chicago minister honored was 
Charles Macauley Stuart, president of Gar- 
rett Biblical institute, who received the de- 
gree of doctoroflaws. He wascharacterized 
by John H. Wigmore, dean of the North- 
western University Law school, who pre- 
sented him, as a leader of straightforward 
thought in the religious press, scholarly 
guardian of the stamdards of sacred song, and 
perpetual minister of sunshine to hie fellow 
men through his whole life.”

Most Part Failure as Conducted 
‘Today, Says Woman. 


MACK MAKES STRONG PLEA. 


J udge at Cleveland Conference Urges 
Broader Charity. 


{BY X STAY CORRESPONDENT.) 

Cleveland, O., June 12.—[Special.)—That 
courts of domestic relations as conducted to- 
day are for the most part a failure was the 
charge of Miss Mary E. Richmond of the 
Russell Sage foundation in her address on 
“Schemes vs. Standards” before the na- 
tional conference of charities and corrections 
which opened today. 

“When we see judges of these courts 
whose duty it is to unravel complex domestic 
tangles,” said Miss Richmond, admonish- 
ing the man and woman involved and feeling 


satisfied when the two depart hand in hand 


we know that nothing so much is needed as 
ocrtain and expert testimony regarding char- 
acter, environment, and antecedents, with- 
out prejudice and with facta back of it. We 
as social workers feel that we know some- 
thing of the domestic question.” 


Mack Pleads for Broader Charity. 

Judge Julian W. Mack of the United States 
Court of Commerce and preaident of the Na- 
tional Conference of Charities and Correo- 
tion, in his presidential address made a pro- 
found appeab to the manhood and woman- 
hood of the nation for a broader, deeper, 
more constructive charity than has ever been 
practiced in this country. 

Whatever our differences may be,” said 
Judge Mack, we shall all agree that while 
religion is more than good air, good water, 
good food, good wages, in its social fullness, 
it is not less; however strong may be the 
emphasis that has heretofore been laid upon 
social service as a religious duty, surely the 
bonds of human brotherhood would be 
strengthened and the cause of social justice 
advanced if a broader forward movement, 
limited not to men and not to the followers 
of a single religion, were by the united ac- 
tion of such representatives of all faiths as 
are gathered here carried into every city, 
village, and hamlet of our land. 


Small Children Still Work. 

“ Even today in some states the smaliest 

of the children are still permitted to work; 
in none of them are the child labor laws up 
the standard deemed necessary by the na- 
tional child labor committee. 
„ During the last year bitter assaults have 
been leveled against juvenile probation and 
the Juvenile court in Chicago, the city of its 
origin. In spite of this the substitution of 
love and sympathy and understanding for 
punishment, of probation for imprisonment, 
of industrial schools for the reformatory and 
penitentiary will continue.”

SCRAP HEAP TALE 
OF THE TIN TRUST 


Former President Tells How. 
Company Bought Up and 
Killed Rivals. 


DEATH FOR 33 PLANTS. 


O. W. Bray Testifles at Steel In- 
quiry as to Disposal of 
Other Companies. 


New York, June 12.— The extent to which 
the American Sheet and Tin Plate company 
threw its small rival plants into the “ scrap 
heap” after buylag them up was a matter 
of interest in today’s hearing of the govern- 
ment’s suit to dissolve the eteel trust. 

There wae dispute between Jacob M. Dick- 

inson, the government counsel, and C. W. 
Bray, cor mer president of the American Sheet 
and Tin Plate company, ae to the source of 
the information which Bray offered on the 
stand. Dickinson repeatedly insisted that 
the Uufted States Steel corporation furnished 
the witness with the figures he submitted. 
» Bray submitted memoranda of “ milis dis- 
mantied after the formation of the American 
Tin Plate company,” showing that out of 
121 plants assimilated, thirty-three were 
thrown in the scrap heap, sixty were moved 
to going plants, sixteen used as shares, 
and twelve sold complete. 

Dickinson objected on the ground that 
the memoranda were prepared by the steel 
corporation. The witness declared the mem- 
oranda were compiled by a man who was 
his assistant in Pittsburgh when he was 
president of the company.

Ponting says there is little doubt that Scott 
reached the pole about Jan. 15, because when 
Lieut. Evens left him on Jan. 4 he was only

supplies and all other necessaries. He was 
then traveling about: fifteen miles a day.

ROUT INSURGENTS 


Rebels Reported Defeated in 


Fights in Vicinity of Dai- 
quiri and El Cobre, 


TWO OF LEADERS SLAIN. 


Commander of the Government 
Troops Commends Service of 
Negroes in the Ranks. 


SANTIAGO, Cuba, June 12.—The govern- 
mem troops fought today with a force of 
200 rebels in the vicinity of Daiquiri, at- 
teen miles from here. Two of the rebel lead- 
ers were killed and twenty horses and ‘eigh- 
teen rifles captured as well as eome supposed- 
ly important documenta. 


Two Other Fights Reported. 

Another detathment of government troops 
under Maj. Rosendo Collazo fought with the 
insurgents near N Cobre, ten miles west 
of here. The rebels were defeated, losing ten 
killed. The government troops are now pur- 
suing the fleeing insurgents. 

A battle is reported to have been fought to- 
day between government troops and revolu- 
tionists ten miles from the town of Imias on 
the north coast of the province of Oriente, 
near Baracoa. The result of the fighting is 
not known here. 


Protest at Arming Negroes. 

The mayor of Santiago and the members 
of the provincial council representing the 
committee of defense, protested to Gen. 
José De J. Monteagudo, commander of the 
government troops, against the arming of 
negroes as guerri! Gen. Monteagudo re- 
plied that a iarge proportion of the regular 
troops were negroes and had proved per- 
fectly reliable. 


BUILDING COLLAPSES; 3 HURT. 


One Man Seriously Injured and Sev- 
eral Pinioned Under Debris at The- 
ater Under Construction. 


One man was injured seriously and several 
others suffered minor cuts and bruises yes- 
terday by the collapse of a part of a cement 
building destined for use as a 5 cent theater 
at the rear of 108 East Thirty-fifth street. 
Firemen had to be summoned to extricate 
some off the victims, who were pinned down 
under the débris. 

The cause of_the collapse could not be de- 
termined by the police, who said the accident 
probably would be reported to the building 
department for investigation.

Project for International Ob- 
servation of Travels of 
Storms on Oceans. 


ATLANTIC LINERS TO AID. 


Proposed Service Is Expected to 
Prevent Destruction of 
Ships at Sea.

LONDON, June 12.—The first formal step 
in the campaign for the establishment of 
an international weather and storm bureau 
has been taken here by Prof. Willis Moore, 
chief of the United States weather bureau. 

„It the plan is adopted, so far as storms 
are concerned, the crossing of the Atlantic 
will be made as safe as à chort street car 
journey.“ Mr. Moore said today. Great 
ocean liners, which have but little to fear 
from anything except the most destructive 
gale, by alternating their course fifty miles 
or more on receipt of the warning, may es- 
cape a rough paseage, and the stnalier 
steamers and sailing ships by making a wide 
detour may escape possible destruction.” 


Ships to Send’ Daily Reports. 

According to the plan, a median line will 
be established through the north Atlantic. 
All ships west of this line sailing in either 
direction, are to be required to take a daily 
weather observation, which must be sent by 
wireless telegraphy to the nearest ship in 
communication to the west and thence the 
messages are to be relayed until they reach 
the nearest American land station. The 
messages are then to be telegraphed to Wash- 
ington, where the weather bureau will make 
up a weather chart and a storm warning 
which will be cabled to Furope. 


Europe to Aid in Service. 

Ships east of the median will follow 
similar instructions, relaying the messages 
until. they reach either London or Paris. 
The weather chart and storm wernings made 
up by the Buropean station will be cabled 
to Washington and the storm locations from 
both America and Europe as compiled will 


be sent by wireless telegraphy to the nearest 


ships, which will be in duty bound to trans- 
mit them to the vessels in the vicinity of 
the storm threatened areas.

Civil Service Commission 
Adopts Insurance “Life 
Expectancy Plan.” 


REQUIRES DOCTOR'S 0, K. 


Ages of Forbears Must Show Em- 
ployes Likely to Live 
Five Years. 


The county ctvil service commission raised 
the bar yesterday against “ has-beens.”’ It 
seeks to prevent the aged and infirm from 
entering the service. The commission fixed 
no age upon which to reject applicants for 
examinations, but passed a rule adopting the 
commercial test of the life insurance com- 
panies, 

The new regulation also provides that any 
epplicant for a promotional exammation 
shall have an insurable Mfe expectancy of 
at least five years.’’ Roughly speaking, life 
expectancy of a person is the average of the 
ages at which the parents and both sets 
of grandparents died. 
43 years old cannot take a county examina- 
tion for any position whose parents and 
grandparents died at the following ages: 
mother, 22; father, 32; one grandfather, 62; 
the other, 56; one grandmother, 60; the other, 
48. That applicant's life expectancy is four 
years as an insurance proposition. 

The rule appites to those in the service ag 
well as those outside. A bailiff 48 years old 
with the life expectancy named above, would 
be prevented from taking an examination for 
promotion to deputy sheriff. 


Will Require Medical Certificate. 

The commission proposes to require a phys- 
ical examination or a certificate from a repu- 
table physician of every one who takes a 
merit test. Other reasons for rejecting appli- 
cants are specifically set forth in a rule 
adopted yesterday as follows: 

Not in norma health and fair physical condi- 
tion. 

Afficted with a contagious or infection disease. 

Adicted to excessive use of intoxicants or drugs. 

Addicted to the excessive use of tobacco where 
ites use is prohibited by departmental order. 

Has failed to pay a judgment for debts for 
which applicant is lable. 


Has been guilty of dishonest, disgraceful, or‘ 


cruel acts. 

Has made false statement in application or at- 
tempted to practice fraud in examination. 

Has attempted to disclose his identity in exam- 
ination papers.

World's Ge of Medical Men. 


Washington, D. C., June 13.— [Special. — Prot. 
German Sims “Woodhead of the school of path- 
ology. of the University of Cambridge, England, 
will represent the university at the interna- 
tional congress on hygiene and demography, 
‘which meeta in Washington in September. 

Prof. Woodhead W the president of the 
royal commission, which was oreated almost 
immediately in consequence of Prof: Robert 
Koch's declaration at the London congress on 
tuberculosis in 1902 that the tuberculosis of 
dairy cattle has no important relation to the 
tuberculosis of man. 

Scientifie men of some twenty or more coun- 


tries represented at this congress held that cat- | 


tle contributed iargely to the prevalence of 
tuberculosis. Their views were sustained by: 
the British royal commission after four years 
of careful investigation. 

The question had deen all but settled pre- 
viously by several American investigators, in- 
cluding those of tse United States bureau: of 
antmal industry. 

The institutions of Great Britain are taking 
great interest in the forthcoming congress. 
Among those who will be represented are the 
University of Birmingham, the University . 
Aberdeen, Scotland; the Royal College of 
geons of ireland, the Society of Medical Officers 
of Health in giand,; the Lister Institute of 
Preventive ne, the Royal Institute of 
Public Health of London, the University of 
Liverpool, and the Royal College of Veterinary 
Surgeons. 

Master minds of the scientific ‘world, assem> 
bled for this greatest meeting of medical men, 
will bring their united knowledge to bear in an 
effort to vanquish: poliomyelitis, known to lay- 
men as infantile paralysis, which has spread 
reigns of terror in different communities ‘a the 
United States and in Burope. It is known now 
that infantile paralysis is due to some micro 
organism too small to be detected with the 
microscope. 
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High Ideal for Physicians. 

Boston, Mass., June 12,—([(fpecial.)—"“I wish 
I could impress every one of you with the am- 
bition to belong to the family of idealistic 
physicians,” said Dr, George F. Butler of Chi- 
cago, county physician of Cook county, in his

He impressed the graduates with the neces- 
sity of high manhood and womanhood in the 
chosen ‘vocation, saying: 

“The physician is the only professional man 
in the world who devotes the t energies he. 
has to combating the conditions whose exist- 
ence is supposed to furnish him à livelihood, 
‘The learning, research, and untiring labor of 
every medical association in ‘and Amer- 
iea is ut Gee discovery and eradica tion 
of disease 

“This is the work the doctor must do, It 
has a significance so immeasurably higher than | 
any private or personal interest that it has 
shaped and is holding the whole bent of mind 
among the doctors. It is so implanted as a 
part of the education of every reputable physi- 
olan that his first impulse on the suspicion of 
every disease is to drop all else and hunt it 
down to complete eradication. 

“We should try to leave the world richer, 
wiser, and better, or at least to try joyfully to 
do this. We need only the will to do well ac- 
cording to our light and our opportunity. 
Medicine claims a sort of moral respect in the 
handling. The vocation of the practicing 
physician is the spirit of Christianity in action.”

Cost Less in Handling First Glass. 

“It costs less in the aggregate to handle 
the first Class mali,” said Mr. Burrowa, but 
we have to pay more. It costs more in the 
aggregate to handle second class mali, but 
the department receives less This is un- 
fair to that great class of the public which 
does not use the second class mail; the busi- 
ness and social corespondence. has to pay 
‘the lose. We hope to remedy thie by the re- 
organization of postal rates. 

“This department of our public. service 
should de run on strict business principles, 
and who ever heard of a, man running his 
business so that his profits came from one 
branch only, while some othér branch was 
operated at such a cost it destroyed the 
profits of the successful branch? A good 
business man tries to equalize cost and profit 
throughout hie entire plant.
